ALEXANDER'S COUP. 

The Young King of .Si'rvia Inrcstignting the 
Entire Systeiii of Uoverunicut. 

Bexkraoe, April 18.— It seems that 
young King Alexander Is not satisfied to 
rest on the laurels of hla coup d'etat, but us 
a result of investigations of tho trcuaury 
has demanded from the ex regeuta and ex- 
ministers reimbursement to tho govern- 
ment of 2,300,UOO francs misappropriated 
under the pretext of having been uscn in 
the secret service. Tho general ac(jui- 
eacunce, if not approval, with which 
Iviii^,' Alexamlcr'a coup d'elat was hailed, 
hiis ahxiuly bucn interrupted. Tlic Lilicrala 
liavo giiihorcil courngo aitici' TluiiKday 
iilf^iit, ami now apparently pro|)oso to ex- 
cite the pioplc against tho Covornnient. 
The Ijiherala iasiied a nianifnuto, in which 
thuy iloacrilio the new ministry a.i iisurpcra 
of pollticil powiT, mid aa hiiviiij^ inciUMl tlio 
Iviiig tci tho coii/j '/'i /r(/ in vioiatinn of t he 
conslitntiDii and ln\s of Silvia. Tho Lili 
iT.ila atal," tliat tin y pro|ioao to niaUo i 
ataiid upon the rights of iho [leople, wliici 
they claim have lifon oiitiaged anil ignored 
by tho alleged uaurpalioii.

The temperance people are instigating 
tlio crusade against the liquor men. 

It is rumored here that a new railroad to 
the Lake Dauphin country will be con- 
structed by the Northern Paoifio railway, 
and work will be commenced shortly.

ANOTHER COAL DEAL. 

The Gowrto lllnes, Cape Breton, Itousrlit by 
tho AU-Absobing Whitney Syndicate. 

. Halifax, April 18.— H. M. Whitney it 
Co., the prinoipal stockholders in the big 
coal syndioate, bought to-day for JsiT'i.OOO, 
the Gowrie mines at Cow Bay, Capo Breton. 



Lo.vDON, April 18. — In tho Houao of 
Commons to-day Sir I'khvard Grey, Purlia- 
nient.iry Under Secretary of tlie Foreign 
Ollice, ataled in response to queationa that 
tho treaty between Great Britain and Nica- 
ragua signed in Marob, 1889, guaranteed 
lo ISritish subjects the "moat favored 
nation " treatment in regard to any canal, 
railway or other mode of transit 
that might bo established in Mica 
ragun. The ratifications of this 
treaty had not been exchanged, however, 
and therefore the treaty waa not in force. 
Sir Milward added that nothing bud occur- 
red lietuocii the f.vo conntriea to invalidate 
the Cluyton-Huhver treaty. 

Mr. Herbert- (lardner, president of the 
board of agriculture, intimated that tlio 
biii'rd was about to iaaue new rcgulationa 
regarding the cxaininiition of the 
lungH of Canadian cattle imported 
into Great ISritain which were 
euapccted of suffering with pleuro-pneu 
moniu. From the statement of Mr. Gard- 
ner, it is inferred that fucttities will be given 
to tho agent for tho Canadian Government 
to inspect such cattle. 

In response to questions as to the outlook 
for a settlement of the dook laborera'a strike 
at Hull, the Hon. A. J. Mun'della, president 
of tho lioard of Trade, aaid h(9 was seeking 
to bring about a comproiniaeof tho trouble, 
and spoke hopefully of a settlement of the 
strike. 

Tho debate on the second reading of tho 
Homo Rule bill was then reaumed. Lord 
RmuloIphChurchill started tho debate by de- 
claring that thu crucial teat of tho bill waa 
tho provision for the unimpaired supremacy 
of tho Imperial Parliament. Odtensibly 
such supremacy waa preserved, ng every 
matter that would come btfore the Irish 
Parliament reniaini'd within thu cognizance 
of the Iinpe.-ial l'nrlianii!nt ; but really tho 
auprcmacy of tho Imprrial Parliament was 
rendered impotent by its b-diig deprived of 
uU control of the Irish Fxecutivo and con- 
trol of the vote of supply for raising taxes. 
The creation of separate fiscal ayatems 
would reduce tho British Government to a 
position of great instability. (Hear, hear.) 
Then the Irish members, when prcacnt in 
the Imperial Parliament raight decide in 
favor of ono policy, and the 
House of Connnona, in thoir absence, 
might decide in favor of au 
entirely difTorent policy. It wasaphiloso- 
phic absurdity to try to create one body 
with two centres of gravity. Lord Randolph 
thon proceeded to consider tho functions of 
the Irish LogiaUtuie to be created by the 
Homo Rule Bill. He said that the restric- 
tions upon the legislation of the proposed 
Irish Parliament, were so extraordmary 
that ninety per cent, of the Irish laws might 
be declared invalid. There might be an ap- 
peal to the Privy Council ; but it was qaes- 
tionable whether its decision would bind 
tho parties. The existing ordinary law, so 
fur as concerned treason, felony, alienage, 
naturah^ation and trade' out of Ireland was 
supplanted by the referenee of saoh cases to 
the Kxchiiiuer tribunal with an appeal to 
the I'rivy Council, so that anybody might be 
tried for treason before an Exchequer judge 
without the ghost of a jury. (Hear, hear.) 

Irish Chief Secretary Morley— " The 
elau'o meant tliat Ciscs of the kind should 
go before an Exch(<(uer judge iiiatcad of an 
ordinary juilge, otiierwise the procedure ia 
lo be the uaiiie. " 

Lord Randolph Churchill — " Then why 
did not the bill say so ? As it stands it 
means nothing of this sort. A jury is not 
mentioned in it." 

Lord Randolph went on to disnuss tho oxer- 
ciso of the veto power of the Viceroy. Ho 
pointed out that it was very obacure accord- 
ing to the terms of the bill. Under u friendly 
British Government tho Viceroy of Ireland 
might be clothed with every prerogative of 
the Crown, for no check on Irish legislation 
was left to tho Imperial Parliament. Lord 
Randolph contended that, upon ex- 
amining tho constitution of the upper 
cbiiinlier of the Iriah parliament, it was ev- 
ident that thirty out of its forty-eight mem- 
bers would represent tho tenant fanners, 
who would tliua become paramount over 
eveiy other class. It was lio|)i;loaa to ex- 
]ieL't a chamber no formed In iiintrot the 
rinlila of tho landlords or of tho Unioniat 
iiiinorily in Ireland. T'he bill, I.ord Ran- 
doljih concluded, was a maas of bluntlera, 
and the instinct of aelf-prcsorvat ion foi lnde 
Hiitain approving of Iri.sh Home 
while offering to Ireland every just 



friend had scorned to think that the Prime 
Minister bad a siniater design to uboliah 
trial by jury. In fact tho trouble did not 
override the common law or common sense. 
The right hou. niemhor'a legal acumen ap- 
parently was just; siillicicnt lo lead him to 
discover a. mare's mist. (More laughter. ) 

Mr. Morley continued that it was not 
very long since Lord Randolph Churchill 
had ar[!ued tbul the tenant farmers -,vcro a 
strong Conaorvativf! force. He epoko of tho 
Home Rule bills fur Ireland which had been 
brought forward, closing with a briel 
review of Mr. lUlfour'a bill for the local 
government of Ireland, which perished, he 
said, amidst the extinguiahable laughter of 
tho civilized world. Mr. lialfour'a, how- 
over, had served ono good piirpoae. It con- 
tained thu Conservative adiiiission that 
some bill like Lho present one was necessary. 
In justifying tho tinaucial proposals of the 
Homo Rule bill, Mr. Morley aakod the 
Opposition ■whether Ireland's contribmiou 
to tho Imperial exchequer should be larger 
merely because a Parliament was to be 
grunted to her. He acoased the Con- 
aervativea of having followed, while in 
power, a policy of "Bribes, Doles and Sops," 
which had demoralized iind outraged Ire- 
land. 

Tho whole argument, of the Opposition 
againat tho bill, heauiil, might be condensed 
in the charge that Ireland wus a dishoucat 
nation, yet the late Government had ur- 
rungeil to lend Ireland £40,000,000 for tho 
purchase of holdinga. The enemies of tho 
bill urged that tho pjople ahould look to 
the anteccrlcnta of those to be called to atl- 
ininiater the new system. H .niub n. .sfand 
ard should he adopted geucridly two-thirds 
of tho legislatures in Europa anil Ainiiricii 
would be closed. Mr. Morley designated 
Mr. Chumberluin as tho most interesting 
repentant prodigal in the Housn. 
He cenHured Lord Randolph Cliurchill 
tor his recent apeeches in Livtrpnol concern- 
ing the mnvement in Ulatcr, and declared 
his conviction that the Irish civil aervauts 
would remain at their posts without a mur- 
mur in euae the Home Rule bill ahould bo- 
come law. He complained that the Opposi- 
tion placed every tiling Irish under Phari- 
saical microacopoH, His final words wore: 
" The Liberals will never betray the Irish 
party. Tho whole world is looking upon 
this Btrugiile. Their trust will nob be de- 
ceived. Youngcir men porhup9 will haye to 
continue the work; but tho cause has rootod 
itself and cannot go back. Sooner or later 
it will be realized:" r

Ue could 
not perceive why Liberal hopes were 
not at least as substantial as Unionist fears,

friend Lord Churchill had asked whether 
there existed a eonatitution imposing upon a 
legislature audi restrictions aa the Home 
Ride bill proposed to impoao ujion llie 
Irish Legislature.

— Strong reinforce- 
iiientsof carbineers arrived with every train 
hist evening. All officers have received a 
city map, on which is marked a neutral 
area from which the crowds aro to be ex- 
cluded. It is reported that the premier has 
proposed to the King that parliament be 
dissolved and a general election held. Jun- 
aon, the Radical leader in the chamber, it 
is said, has demanded an audience with the 
King. The news from Antwerp has stricken 
the more prosperous classes with panic. 
There is a general tendency to urge the 
deputies to decide speedily the question of 
HuU'rage and not ba too sparing of coacea- 
sioiia to the popular demand. ' 

III the chamber of ropreaeutativea to-day, 
M. ISeeluirt, [jriiinier, congratulate the gens 
d'arniea und civic guard on their suceeaa in 
coping with tho lute disorder. Tho Govern- 
mcut, he said, would guarantee to maintain 
order. Tho premier intimated that the 
reports on the proposal for the revision 
of the constitution should be debated to- 
morrow. 

M. Demon at once arose and proposed 
that the Chamber should nob wait until 
to -morrow, but should suspend its sitting in 
order that the reports could be made ready 
foE.immediate presentation, and then ua- 
semble again at once to discuss the reports. 
To this proposition tho Chamber agreed, 
und tho agreement appeared to bo haatened 
by the presence of an enormous throng of 
people, who crowded the preciucta of the 
Chamber, evidently very much excited on 
thu subject of universal sutrrnge and rtso- 
lute that there ahould be no delay iu con- 
sidering that subject. 

All the approaches to the (Chamber aro 
strongly guarded to prevent violence being 
done obiiii.xioun iiioinhera. Luat night paaaed 
more ijuictly than the authoritiea ercpecled, 
but the outlook waa threiUeiiing. I)ia- 
patches from all parts of the kingdom to- 
day bring diH(|iiietiiig newa. Diaturbances 
occurred in Keveral placea during the night, 
but of no coiiaeijueiice. Tlie movement is 
directed entirely ugainat the Chamber of 
Dupuiiea and ministers who oppose the 
worUinginen's clemands for the right to vote 
M'hen tliey reach a certain uge, wilhuut any 
property e|ut\litications. 

At Antwerp to-day tho outlook ia more 
threatening, notwithstanding the extraor- 
dinary military precautiuna to preserve 
peace. Among I he moru prominent agita- 
tors there nre a numlier of unurchiata. Of 
these, two, Fabry and Walters, made them- 
aelvca particularly obnoxious to lho police, 
who to-day placed thoni under arrest. Tho 
striking dook laborers began to discuss tho 
ailuation and make demonstrations again 
this morning. They took possession of tho 
docka and marched along the waterfront 
attacking those who were at work, compell- 
ing many to quit. The police in force were 
fiqally ordered to disperse tho rioters. A 
short conQiot ensued, during which tho 
police uaedthoirswbrda upon tho rovolu- 
tioniats, and finally, the mob scattered. 

Many strikers in this city aro determined 
to hold a meeting despite tho orders of the 
government, They do not, however, hold 
flcnionstrationa within tho city limita. 
Tlioy meet in the suburbs and in villages 
just out.iide tho city, where thay trust thoy 
will not be interfered with by tho author- 



ities. Ono such iTieeting was hold this 
morning at Lonihck, a short distance frono 
Brussels, where 15.000 wrrkingmen assem- 
bled, and inuiiy incendiary speeuhes were 
made. Tho apcukera iiointcd out the 
wronga under 'which laborers, miners, 
mechanics, factory hands and mill opera- 
tives labored, und called upon them to 
aa.^ert their rights. The meeting -.vaa very 
enthuaiaatic, and groat Bignilicaiien attaelioH 
to it. The gri'at crowd swore that; they 
would aacrilice life if it wero ueeilful to ob- 
tain the right of nianliood sulFrage. The 
ineetini; b.oko up without interference from 
tho authoiiiies, and moat of tho crowd re- 
turned to the city. 

Newspopora supporting tlio Government 
affect to treat the movement with con- 
tempt. To-day the strikers attempted to 
compel them to stop publication, but in this 
city they have been luieu cessful. 

In view of tho action of tho deputies, tho 
labor learlera resolved at a meeting held this 
evening to advise thu abiioilonmcut of the 
general strike. At the saiiiu tiiiie they de- 
cided to issue to tho people a manifesto' 
against the !N"yaacn bill, v hich proposeB' 
the combination of plural voting and uni- 
versal sufl'ruge. The leodcra will urge the 
people to follow up their victory by agita> 
ting unceaainijly for uuiversal aulFrage pure 
und simple. 

New Yobk, April 18.— The Evening' 
Post's special cable dispateh from Parw 
says : " The French govercroeob has in- 
structed the govcinora of the northern .in- 
dustrial towiia lo expel all forelgnera who 
may be orgnni/.ing to assiab the revolution in 
Uelgium. The Belgian Sooi&lista at Roubaix 
have resolved to disregard these nieasurca 
and have met and passed a resolution de- 
claring thoir readiness to subscribe and 
otherwise assist their brethren in Belgium. 
A largo propDrlion of tho miners ut Rou- 
baix, I'armintieres, Pas de Calais and other 
diatricta adjoining tho Belgian frontier are 
naturtilized Belgiane, and the Krench Social- 
ists are making tfl'orta to induce them 
to strike in order to assist the 
ogitation in Belgium by stopping 
the supplies of Belgian customers 

Tho police and workingmon had several 
encounters here this evening, and six 
riotera have been seriously injured. Nevor- 
theleaa, tho end of the riot is believed to be 
near. The decision of the labor leuders to 
abandon the strike has produced a general 
feeling of relief. Tho police have worked 
night und day, and are completely exhaust- 
ed. Many arrests of SooiiUista are reported; 
from the provinces.

, ; ! ■ tiio Treaty. 



How the Survey Parties Will Proceed 
—Sitka to Be the Asu'ou* 
omlcal Base. 

She following additional information re- 
Bpeoting the work of the international com- 
mission on tho Aljaku bountlnry and the 
movomcntB of the United States party, is 
taken from tho Telefiraph of Seattle, whore 
aoveral of the Burveyora are now awaiting 
the arrival of their asaooiatea : 

" Captain Pratt, who has been identifled 
■with tho coast and geodetio Burv«y on Puget 
Sound for several years, has made prepura- 
tiona for supplying tho expedition with men, 
and seventeen are already engaged. These 
hiive been aelucted from Seattle and are 
men used to the work that they will have 
to do. They aro ';ook8, axinen, men needed 
for carryiiii; tho iuatruinenta, and general 
helpers. Upon tho arrival of the govern- 
ment boat, iiaaler, which is expected to be 
nut later than to-<lay, briuniug the re- 
mainder of tho parly, a conference will be 
held, when tho party will embark for Vic- 
toria, where a eouferenoo with tho Canadian 
party will also be had and detuila of the 
nintual survey will be made and the start 
mado'for tho North. 

"Theoretically tho boundary lino he- 
tween Alaska and British Columbia is 
known, but practically it is un unknown 
(juantity. The party will start lor I'rince 
Kdwurd'a island. Accnrding to the word- 
ing of the treaty the boundary begins at 
the most southerly point of Prince i:d- 
ward's island and runs thenco in a northerly 
direotton to the nnouth of the Portland 
channel. The line la then laid down as fol- 
lowing the olianDel until it strikes the litty- 
slxth degree of north latitude. Ii< then 
follows tho coaat rivngo of mountains until 
the intersection of the one hundred and 
forty-first degree of longitude, west. It 
foUowa that degree northward until it 
strikes the Arctic ocean. 

" The treaty contains a proviso to the 
efieet that when the coast range of moun- 
tains is farther from the shore than ten 
marine leagues the boundary lino shall 
follow the shore line a distance of ten marine 
leagues, which is a distance of thirty-five 
statute miles. There are one or two proposi- 
tions which will present themselves, but 
whioh probably have been noted and settled 
by the commiasioncrs. One is that, to reach 
the mouth of the Portland channel frou) the 
southern limits of Prince Edward's Island, 
one must take r course almost due east, yet 
the treaty says that tho line is to bo laid 
down in a northerly direction; and another 
is what is tho proper interpretation of tho 
treaty as to shore line. It is held by some 
that it should bo so construed and deter- 
mined as to take in the adjacent islands, so 
tliat no chanco may be oll\.-red for any repi- 
tilion of the San Juan dispute between iho 
two governments, auch as old timers now 
on the Sound remember occurred in the set- 
tlement of tho boundary hetween Great 
Britain aud this country back in the '."id's. 

" The gentleujen now here unite in Hay- 
ing that It ia a fortunate thing that the 
boundary is to be determined now. before 
any development of the country occurs. If 
the work were further post|)(ined anil such 
finds of mineral were diHCOvercd and pro- 
spectors Bock in, internal ional diliiculties 
might arise which wiuild complicate a 
mutual friendly eettlemcnt of the ciuestion. 

" Prof. Meudenhall, the United .Slates 
commissioner, will not be with the party 
at least during tho early part of the work 
as erroneously staled in a dispatch yeater 
day. Of the seven parties of the American 
party, J. A. McGrath will have charge ot 
one, worlcing in tho Taku inlet, C. H. Till- 
man one, working on the Stickeen river, 
Mr. Diokena one, working on the 
Unak river, though probably only making a 
reconnolaanco this summer, and Mr. 
Ogden one, working on the Taku river. 
Engineers J. A. Flemmer, P. A. Welker, 
W. C. HodgkiuB, H. P. Ritter and Captain 
Pratt will be the Americans detailed to work 
in company of tho British party, and a like 
number of the English will be sent with the 
American party. Of the a3tro«oniers of the 
party I'rof. Lord, of the Ohio state univer- 
sity, has been specially engafred for the 
work. Messrs. Putnam, French and 
Morse are of the regular United States 
corps, Mr. Morse ia coming up on the 
Hasler and Messrs. Putnam and French are 
on the Sound. 

" Tilt! limgitude of .Sitka, Alaska, which 
has previously lieen determined, will be the 
working puint of the aatronomieal nljiurva- 
tions. A lack of telegraph:; f.irilit,ies in 
Alaska will give unlimit,iMl trouble in the 
determination of the longituile of the various 
stations which will bo eslablisheii. Means 
of communication between Sitka a.id the 
various Htatioiia will bo by steamer, 
the Haaler being detailed for the 
work. She will not carry less than nine 
chronODictcrs of tho tinest inako, and will 
be constantly making trips between the 
stations and Sitku comparing her ohrono- 
motera with those of the observers at the 
atationa, This will bo kept up all summer 
before the exact longitude will be practic- 
ally axcertiiined. 

" Mr. McGrath Is already familiar with 
much of Alaskan territory, having been at 
work up there every summer since 1889. 
He spent two winters on the Yukon river, 
where the boundary crosses that stream, in 
preliminary work. This point la about ;k) 
miles from Forty-mile creek. Speaking of 
the work he said : ' Much ot the work this 
summer will be in a rough country, but 
will luit take us fiiither inland than U) 
marine leagues. We shall probably retiirn 
for the winter about October 1. 'The 
I'atterson during the aumiiier will he 
detailcil to survey in the harbor and about 
Sitka.' "

A SERIOUS MISTAKE.. 

Wo ore surprised that any Britiah Colum- 
bian wiishing to be uousiderad intelligent 
could be indttoed to vote for a ceselution 
favoring an appeal to the Governor-Oeneral 

against a law constitutionally enacted by tho 
I'rovinoiul Legislature. It might bo sup- 
posed that he placed too high an estimate 
on the advantages of self-government, and 
saw too clearly the mischief that Dominion 
interference, if encouraged, ia .oaloalated to 
do, to ask the Ottawa authorities to 'nullify 
provincial legislation. It would bo better a 
hundred times to put up with laws which 
wore in his opinion injudicious and uncalled 
for than by begging tho Governor-General 
to veto a provincial law confess thit the 
people of the province are not fit to bo ou- 
truatod with the power of makiug their ov. n 
laws. There ia in the present ina'unco not 
tho remotest chauco of the Ottawa (iovern- 
ment advising tho Goveruor Ueneral to veto 
any of the laws passed by tho Legislative As- 
sembly of this Province during the late ses- 
sion, but the resolution shows that there are 
British Columbians who do not place a very 
high value on thS privilege they enjoy of 
managing their own affairs in their- own 
way. 

It must be remembered that if one party 
or cue seotion can invoke the interference 
of the Governor-General to veto laws that 
it does not lilte, another party or another 
section at some future tunc cm do the same 
thing, and in this way a factious spirit or 
sectional jealousy will do what it can to de- 
prive the Pr -viuce of self -t^overnmcnt alto- 
gether. It is to be hoped, for the credit of 
the Province, that the resolution moved by 
Miij T-General Twiggo at the \\iiicoiiver 
meeting will bo thrown into the waste 
basket — its proper receptacle. 



accustomed to the smooth and quiet opera- 
tion of free institutions can hardly imagine 
tho atato of society which now exists iu 
Belgium, whore men demand their rights in 
such a riotous way, and become so dan- 
gerous to the community that the authort- 
lies at'd rclnotantlj^ compelled lu uuU out the 
troops to put them down and disperse thorn. 
Whot tho outcome of the present agitation 
in Belgium will be is hard to say, hut it 
would bo rash to predict that it will tend to 
to advance the cause of freedom in that 
country or in any other. 



RIOHTS NOT WRESTED. 

Towards the end of his extraordinary de- 
■olaration and Appeal to tho Mainland of 
British Columbia the Rev. Mr. Maxwell, in 
his finest style, aays : "We have, there- 
fore, to uak ia it to be tolerated that our 
natural and conatilutioual rights shall bo 
wrested from US T"— by the postponement 
of the Redistribution Bill for a few months, 
We should lilce to know what natural oi 
what constitutional right has been wrested 
from the people of any part of the Provincoi 
or ia likely to ho, by the men at present in 
power? It would do tho reverend gentle- 
man good, since be has gone into politics so 
'deeply, to inquire what are the natural and 
what the constilutioDal rights of a British 
iBubject. Before ho can affirm with any dc- 
;8;rCB of intclligenco ihut men h ive been de 
prived of certain rights he ahould bo able, 
eleirly, and calmly and dispassionately, to 
tell those whom ha addresses what those 
rights are. 

What "natural" right baa the present 
government wrested from the Mainland ? 
I', ia in the first placo not a little diliicult 
for a thoughtful man to liiid out wliat 
nitural riyhta are. There aro indeed tome 
thinkers who go so far as to say that man 
has no natural rights at all.' The truth is 
that modern civilized society is such an 
artificial structure that it is exceedingly 
d;llicult to distinguish between wliat is 
natural in it and what ia conventional. 
Wo could easily produce dozens of instances 
of wliab appear to be natural rights that 
iho civilized man is not allowed to exorcise, 
f eiJiaps the Rev. gentleman or some of his 
admirers will name the natural right that 
has been wrested from the Mainland by the 
present Government. We cannot for the 
life of us think of a single one. 

Constitutional rights arc not so elusiivc or 
ai hani to delinc as natural riglits. Mr. 
Mixwell might condescend to piirticularize 
and tell tho world what are the rights he 
alludes to in the passage we have quoted. 
It is certainly not tho right to vote — 
although there aro many wlio call this a 
"privilege" — for every British Cohiiiibian 
who had a vole when the proaent Clovern- 
niont Ciimo into power can now, if he ia alive 
and in his right mind, cvcrciae tliat right 
as freely as ever he did. It is not the right 
to representation in the councils of tho 
country, for that hag been preserved to tho 
people of the Mainland intact. They are as 
fully represented as ever they were, and 
their representatives aro as free to act as 
ever they wore. Nothing has been 
*' wrested" from either the people of the 
Mainland or from their representatives in 
the Legislative Assembly. Every right and 
every privilege they enjoyed and exercised 
when the pre.icnt (SovernmenO Cirno into 
power they e.m exercise and enjoy now. 

Waa the suggestion that natural and con- 
Btitutioual rights have been wrested from 
the people of tho Mainland, or aro in dan- 
ger <;f being wrested, a mere rhetorical 
flourish inserted iu the declaration and ap- 
Iifciil merely for clfdct and to make ignorant 
and unthinking persons believe lliat their 
rights and liberties us Britiah aubjcots are 
in great danger? If some unprincipled 
piUlioian resorted to such a trick as this no 
one would bo surprised, but when a preacher 
■ of the Gospel of Truth Btatea and suggests 
not only v. hat ia not true but what is tho 
revcrse'of true, ^"ir,(l people arc grieved and 
the cause of religion ia injured. 

There are those, too, who believe that the 
first paragraph of this appeal to sectional 
jealousy and party feeling, filled as tho 
document ia with false and frollsh state- 
meots, ia a glaring violation of the second 
oommaudment of the decalof^uc; and even 
people who make no profcsaion of religion 
/tegtrd Buoh irrovoranoe oa very bad form. 



BLOUyrti MISSION. 

It oppoara now that the principal object 
of Mr. Blount'a mission to Hawaii is to 
undo, as far as possible, what Conaul- 
(iencral Stevens was instramentai in doing. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Stevens, 
almost before it was known in Honolulu 
that a revolution was on foot, c.iused a 
Jetacliineut uf xVinerioiin seamen from tho 
warship Boston to enter tho town for the 
oalenaiblu purpose of protecting the pro. 
perty of American citizens from violence, 
but really to protect the Provisional Gov- 
ernment from attack. The American force 
was stationed near the public buildings and 
its presence made it unnecessary for tho 
revolutionists to do anything towards tlicir 
own protection. In a very short time after 
the Provisional Government waa proclaimed, 
Consul Stevena took the whole country 
under the protection of the L'^nited States, 
and tho Stars and Stripea floated over the 
Government buildings. Mr. Blount had 
not been in Honolulu very long before he 
ordered the United States Hag to be hauled 
down, and sent the American sailors back 
to their ship. 

This shows that President Cleveland is 
determined not to take the people of tho 
Hawaiian Islands at a disadvantage. Ho 
has taken pleasures to show that they ure 
freo to declare what Gaverninent t hey pre- 
fer. To pretend to treat with the liaMaiiaii 
Government while the American 11 ig lioated 
over tho public buildings of tho capital and 
while tho city was occupied by an American 
force WBS like protending to make terms 
with a man while he was tied hand and toot 
and while ho was covered with a six shooter 
held by a crack shot. Tho fate of tho 
Hawaiian Islanda aooms, however, na uncer- 
tain as over. All that is known is that 
President Cleveland will not use his influ 
once to compel the people to join tho United 
States. But whether the Islands will be 
come a dependency of the Great Republic 
whether their inhabitants will set up a little 
republic of their own, whether tho Queen 
will be restored, or whether the I'roviaioua 
Government will develop into a permanent 
and stable administration is not known. 
It is, however, pretty certain, that no for- 
eign government will interfere in the affairs 
of the people of Hawaii.

Not 
content with j^etting men of education and 
atandiiiK to plead their cauae for them, and 
then (juiotly and patiently awaiting the re 
suit, they assemble in large masses, and ex 
poet by turbulent demonstrations to prevail 
u:)i>n Parllument to decide in their f ivor. 
If tho mibguided men only know it, their 
readiness to reaort to violenca ia pretty sure 
to convince even men who aro favorahli 
them that tliey are not iit to bo trusted 
with the powers ond privileges they d 
mand. If they are so ready to resort to 
force now to accomplish their purposes, 
would they ' not be quite as ready 
to attempt to coerce their oppon- 
ents if they were allowed a voice 
in choosing men to represent them in Par- 
liameat; If they were vot^ would not an 
election be a series of fights and would not 
the weaker party, physically, have to suo- 
oumb to the stronger? 

•Judging by what is now going on in lirus- 
scIb, there is too much reason to conclude 
that the men have neither tho intolligence 
nor tlie Helf-rcstraint requiaito to enable 
thorn to exorcise tho franchise either for 
their own Sf}0&. or for the good of the com. 
munity. Wo, therefore, do not wonder 
thit the Kolnian rarliamcnt ia unwilling to 
extend tho franchise to the nien wlio are 
howlinj; and lj;;hling in tho strcetb and who, 
in horrilili; langnage, threaten with violence' 
tho members who oppose universal sufiTrago.

FRAUD ON THE CUSTOMS. 

Collector Milne Uueartlia a , Pretty 
Couspiracy Ag^ainst tbe 
Beveune, 

And Punishes the ' Offenders— Aa Ob- 
ject Lesson to Deter 
Others. 



Collector of Customs A. R. Milne yester- 
day diapoaed of a caao of fraud posaesaing 
uU tho clomenta of deliberate coDsplracy, a 
oaae fortunately unusual in character and 
more to be feared than the commoner 
smuggling on account of being less liable to 
detection. Tho plan was not a now one — 
the abuse of tho privileges of the Royal 
Navy, articles for use on shipboard being 
generally e.'cotnpt from the payment of 
huies. Briefly stated the facts are as 
follows :. 

Some few days ago a small box addressed 
to — J. T. Fayer, steward, H. M. S. 
Hyacinth, and marked " value S41.75," waa 
received from Boohestier, N.V. It was 
delivered to the expressman who usually 
handles tho goods for B*qaimalt received, 
ami who, when the ships addressed are 
absent from port, delivers to the naval 
yar J on securing Mr. lanes' receipt. This 
particular box excited suspicion at the 
naval yard nn account of its lightness, and 
the oliie i.-', ever prompt to punish any 
irreciil.u :t V at once, communicated with 
the Colleetiir. 

Sul)seii«eiit investigation showed that the 
exp, e.-ism.ii), instead of delivering the box 
from the Cusliiiii House to the Naval Yard 
direct, visited a local bo.iini'sa man cn route. 
The box was opened at tho b.ittom und ihe 
contents, a pholognipbic camera, removed 
Then the bittnm was naiUd on again, and 
the ciniity Im.x delivered at the Xaval 'I'.i.rd. 

When I lie expressman delivered the liox 
at its destination, he was met with the 
statement that there was "something wrong 
here '' 'I'li'i lio.K shook as if it waa empty. 

I didn't pay any attention," he saya, 
" and v\eiit right away to look after my 
horse." Hut the auspicion the box excited 
was not allayed by hia unconcern about it, 
and a wbisp.T that there wao trouble brew- 
ing evidently reaeheel the ears of the Vic- 
t'oria liriu, for three days later tho camera 
and extras cnnnectcd with it were bundled 
up, and taken by tho street car 
to K-ijuimalt. Here a mesaenger was 
securod "nd paid to deliver tho package on 
board H. M S Nyinphe, being instructed to 
say that he had orders fron-. the owner to 
leave it there in hia absence. 

]}y this time Collector .\lilno had secured 
the natno of tho oirendiug firm and sum- 
moned them before him. The aummous 
waa promptly obeyed, and though no ell'ort 
has niudo to deny the facta, tho excuae was 
oll'orod that the peculiar action taken had 
been authorized by Mr. Fayer, who hud 
left instruction if the package orrived after 
his ship sailed to open it and examino tho 
instrument to see if it was oomplote, and 
then deliver it to H.M S. Nymphe. 

Sech an excuse could hardly be accepted 
as the plain, unvarnished truth. The pack- 
age arrived and the freight was paid before 
the Ilyaclnth sailed, ^nd had it been other- 
wise the oircumstanees could sc. ucely ja^- 
tify the delivery of the box by the e.vpreos- 
mau to a party who had no right to 
claim it. The opening of the 
box and removal of the contents 
by that ]) arty, and the subsequent delivery 
at i; 'ijuiiiMlt of tho empty box — all the 
f lets ill iaci t liowed deliberate fraud, and 
Culluci or M iliie felt bound to c invict. The 
busii'OH-. linn waa tinial .JKll) and the expresa- 
man f.'iO ; the part playe i in the trauaaction 
by S eward Fayer wiii be inquired into ut 
tho earliist o|iportunity afforded by the 
Hyaciut n'a ret urn. 

1 1 ia tliDUglit that he has taken advantage 
of Ilia pooitiim and of the trust imposed in 
him by the ollicers to enter into a bargain by 
wlii.jh ])ri til ould be made by gelling in tbe 
iliitial.de ai tides free Sii'.'li an ulfence, des- 
pite the elliirts of the ollieers of the navy, 
which are al-vays directed toward tho assist- 
ance of the (,'ustomH aut horitien, is unhappily 
far from uucomniou, especially among thosa 
on board ship holding subordinate positions 
of trust.

She was 
accompanied by Mis. Smith, and iu course 
of oouvorsation hud with biin he said ho had 
heen down town, on the Ffiduy pr;'.viou3 to 
poat a letter, and that when he came hack 
ho fell. When witueaa saw Adams ho was 
in bed, and ho told her that since hia fail 
ho had l>'Jon lying "n the lloor most oi the 
time, utmblo to get into bed. 'J'hia atate- 
ment v.'as made 111 tho presence of (ieorge 
15.irrett and Mr. McHuutli. On tlie auuilny 
after Adams had been removed witness 
called to aeo him at Mrs. McHealh'a. Mrs. 
Mclieath told tho old man that Mrs. Noble 
had come to see him. Thn reply ho made 
was that ho did not know aiiyniie, and 
ho never looked at her. She was 
in the room for about fifteen minutes, dur- 
ing which time Adams seemed to bo in 
great p iin. lie did not recognize her at all. 
Shn Blood by the foot of the bed most of the 
time. Beforo leaving, however, she walked 
np the side of the lied, but was not recog- 
nizad at all. While on tho way out uhe 
atoppail a tow momenta in tho kitchen and 
had a few minutes couversaliou with Mrs. 
Mofieatb, Mr. MoBeath being eaaly within 
heaiine^diatance. 

t Mr, Bodwell objected to evidence of the 
oonveraatioa going in, but the objection 
waa over inled, 

Witness continued : I Inquired from Mr. 
MoBeath if he had asked Mr. Adams to 
make hia will ? He aaid, no; he had prom- 
ised to make it when he got well. I left 
tho house. Mr. Adams came to my house 
tho Monday before he waa taken ill; dur- 
ing thia conversation another lady waa 
sitting in the kitchen. 

To the court : I went on Sunday to Mr. 
McBcath's. Deceased had been carried to 
tho houao the previous Tuesday. 

To Mr. Bodwell : 1 did not apeak to Mr. 
Adams ; he was siilfLTiug great pain and 
niovinp; about; in bed ; I remained tifteen 
minutes ; Mr. MoBeath waa tliere at tho 
time, but did not any anything to him ; Mrs. 
McBeath gave him drink; he said to Mrs. 
MoBeath, "I do not know anyone." 1 
knew him since I lirab came to Victoria ; I 
talked to my brother about Mr. Adams' 
rr.aking a will ; Mrs. McBerth aaid Mr. 
Adams had promised to make a will when 
he got well. I had no further conversation ; 
I visited Mr, Adama' house frequently dur- 
ing the past year and often took him little 
things ; ho often talked about his sister and 
nephew ; I noticed a change ; he always 
said that what ho poaacsaed was to go to hia 
nephew ; 1 spoke to him that Monday night 
in the usenl tone of voice. 

"B. T. Williams, recalled, produced his 
letter book ouatainlng copy of letter dated 
November 18, 1891, to the editor of the 
Liverpool Post, making inquiries about the 
. rtUtirea of S.>niuel Adams. 

William McDonald, a carpenter, knew 
Samuel Adams for about ten or twelve 
years, l)ut hud not conversed with him of 
•late years, because he (Adams) was too deuf 
to talk, He had never had any direct con- 
versation with deceased about his will, but 
had heard others speak of it. 

Joshua Holland, real estate agent, gave 
evidence as to lot .'iO'J. This was now 
known na the MoBeath iiroperty. He had 
been ooiiiniiBsioned by Mr. MoBouth to sell 
the lot, This waa inside of twelve months 
ago. He had then been in ncunllation with 
a probable purchaser at SS.OUO, but the deal 
fell through. 

James Boyd aaid he had known Samuel 
Adams and remembered hia dcuth. After 
AdAum' deatii, aaid lie, I saw .MoBoath ; I 
went to see him and told him I was deputed 
lo Jind out in wlioao favor the vviH was, as 
there was a certairl party wanted to cor- 
respond with tho 5,-.elalivea in Liverpool. 
MoBeath replied tl)»t ' ' ib WM in my favor, " 
and be added, "ypu know it w»s promised 
to me seven years ago." 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fell — MoBeath 
and I have always been on good terms ; the 
only man who asked me to go down and see 
him was Kirsop ; at the time I asked the 
<]uc;t'oi I did not know a will had been 
mu dt>. 

Mr, Holland, recallecl, stated that the 
MoBeath property was liated at 58,000. 
Mrs. Bessie Watson waa called. She said : 



I am 

member accompanying 
house on the Sunday before Adama died. 1 
sat on a lounge In the kitchen while we 
were there ; Mother went into the room 
where the sick man was 5 I saw Mr. Mo- 
Beath that day ; ho w«8 In the room with 
the sick man. I waa present at a conversa- 
tion which took place between my mother 
and Mr, Mclieiiih. When she came out of 
the room she asked if Mr. Ailama had made 
his will, and Mr. .Melieuth said no. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bodwell : I had 
no reason for rcmeinbeiing the couversaliou 
reLerrcd to, 

Tho court adjourned at 1 o'clock for lun- 
cheon. 

When the court met at '2:3,'), J. C. Pro- 
vost, Registrar of tho Supreme Court, 
proved the probate of the will, dated "-'Sth 
Novemher, 1S91, the estate being sworn 
under S'2,275. 

To Mr, Fell : There waa a oaveat filed ; 
the order was aat aside on the Slat Decem- 
ber. 

Hon. Mr. Davie then put in the certificate 
of Adams' death. This closed the case for 
tho plaintitr 

Mr. Bodwell, opening the case for the 
dt fence, held lluit llie onus of proof wiis on 
tho plaintilV, who inual show that inllueiice, 
either of coercion or of fnuul, waa brought 
to boar ou the tc.-lator so us lo oveib-ar hia 
own intentiooa. Ho citi-il the case of Boyco 
and Rosborough in .su|i]ioi l of Lhi.-i. Any 
influence exerted, not ui ir.ui.l (wliich _li:ui 
not been urjged in thia case) or of coercion, 
-wna qaite legitimate and not unlawful. 
That was'the result of all authorities, and 
for thiit reason no oase had been niaijo 
out by tho plaintiff. That was borne 
out bv section 7, statement of claim, 
bv vvliich it was urged that deceased did 
w.mt to go to .MoBenth'fl hou-e. It was 
ahowp liowever, that it was only at tho iu- 
Htigatiou of all the friends of the old man 
that he was removed, and not by MoBeatdi 
iLc dl who had no influence over him. It 
sl.,'.ply came to this-that there was no 
evidence to show that any undue influence 



had been used by McBeath. " The' tratti' of 
the matter in regard to Adama not recog- 
nizing Mrs. Noble was that the old man 
did not open hia eyes and evidently showed 
that he did not want to be bothered with 
them. There was no doubt that in the first 
place the testator waa going to leave his 
estate to plaintiff, but after he found plaia- 
tifT well piiovided for in the home ho 20a- 
"idered thero was no further need to leave 
him anytiiiug'. It was evident llirough the 
entire correspondence that Thomas Adams 
of Liverpool, was trying to secure the 
estate for himself and carefully tried to 
keep all knowledge of other mombera of the 
family from Samuel Adams of Vic- 
toria, aa w-as shown by tho fact that 
though the deceased aaked for the 
address of William, the plaiutill carefully 
kept that information from him. It was 
clear from the evidence that the character 
of the man was only to leave any property 
to his relatives as long as he tlmught they 
were in poor circumstances. - The family 
ties wore very weak, aa was shown by the 
correspondenoe. Samuel Adama, a man 
separated from his family, having not seen 
this man for 4G years and who knew 
nothing of William, left hia property, as it 
would be shown, to a man who had treated 
him with uniform kindness, and it waa not 
wrong that in bis last days he should turn 
hia {noughts to those who had been far 
more to faim than his own family. There 
waa no evidence to show that the deceased 
waa not in a condition to make a will or 
that any coercion had been used. It would 
be aliowu that the testator made the will 
without having even discussed the matter 
with him. Tho will was drawn and signed 
voluntarily. 

'J'he Attorney-General, before the defend- 
ant's witnesses were called, wanted the 
point of law decided. The authorities 
(juotcd l)y Mr. Bodwell were all of ordinary 
\yill8, whereas this was an extraordinary will. 
An ordinary will left property in a natural 
way to relatives. Then it -wna quite proper 
that aoino dis.a!itisfied relative should h-ive 
to mulic hia evidence to the fact. In thia 
c.ise, however, it was shown the deceased 
went to McHeath'a very unwillingly, and 
the very next day made his will iu a wiy 
contrary to all hia former intentions. Tho 
onus of proof, as he (Mr. Davie) said in the 
beginning, was on tho delendant. Ho had 
argued that when a person makes a will 
and leaves his property in an extraordinary 
way and the legatee is instrumental in pre- 
paring; tho will, this onus was on the leg- 
atee. This was shown by Inilton v. An- 
drews (U. L Rpts. 7, pp. -MS). Mr. Hall 
was sent for, not to go to tho itian'a bedside 
and take hia l.ist wishes from him, but Mr, 
Hall took the w-ill already prepared by Mr. 
•McBeath'a instructions. The same prin- 
ciple was laid down in Mitchell v. Thomus, 
also a Privy Council case, and Parker v, 
Duncan (62 Law Times, pp. iii'i). 

Mr. Bodwell held that Fulton and 
Andrews waa not the same case, as the 
legatee was the same man who drew the 
will, while in thia case Mr. Hall waa an in- 
dependent party, who took every precaution 
to see that the will was the voluntary de- 
sire of the testator. The eale of Parker vs. 
Duncan was also diSerent from thia, for the 
same reason aa Fulton and Andrews. 

His Lordship waa not prepared to decide 
the caao yet, but considered that the mere 
suspicions attending the making of the will 
made it necessary to show that It waa a 
hiina /ii/e transaction. 

At the reiiuest of the counael for the 
plaintiir, all the witnesses for the defence 
were aaked to leave the court. 

Thomas Adams, recalled by His Lordship, 
said he had made a special arrangement 
with I he Home to come liero. They made 
no stipulation that he should give a certain 
sum to the Home if he gained the case. 
They merely asked him not to forget tho in- 
stitution which had done so much for him. 

Mr. Bodsvell began to question witness: 
whereupon tho plaintiira counsel objected ; 
that witnesa was called for a special reason 
and could not be re cross-e.-taniincd. 
Hia Lordship upheld the objeotion. 
Mr. H. G. Hall, aolioitor, was oalled He 
said — I know tho defendant. He came to 
me and asked me to draw a will. Ho told 
me Mr. Adams wished to leave hia property 
to him. I drew tho -svill. (Will pro- 
duced and sworn to.) I went to Mr. Heath's 
residence and into Adama' room. Mol>eatli 
told him who I was, and defendant assisted 
Adama to sit up. 1 aaked Adams il he 
wished to make a will. Ho said 
he did. I read tho will and aaked it it w-as 
in accordance with hia wishes. He said it 
was. I said, "do yon wish to leave all 
your property, real and personal, to Mc- 
Beath?" He auiil he did. Adiims aaid ho 
wished me and Mudlin to witness it. He 
then said," I'm glad it's done." He pointetl 
to a drawer in the table, saying there 
was money there to pay mc. He 
said after the will was signed, "If I should 
get better and want to change it can I do 
bo'!" I said "yea." Adama was at that 
time sick, and told me that ho was in pain. 

I uBderstggd ^bey were rbeumatic ^aina. 
I noticed McBeath spoke loud when aailf ea- 
sing him; so I also raised my voice to speak. 
As far aa I could judge, he knew everything 
that waa being done. He was not in a com- 
atoae state when I was there. I did not 
know either him or McBeath or Adams be- 
fore that. I took steps to have the 
will probated, but a ciiveat waa put in, 
' I aside

iccomDanving her to McBoaih's the tfaveat, and it was nearly a 



month after- 
wards that tire caveiit was set aside, Mc- 
Beath told Adams when we went 
in that I had brought tho will 
which ho wished algned. When 
Ads,\«8 aat up and the will was put before 
him ; his hand was unsteady. McBeath of- 
fered to assist him but he refused and wrote 
without aaaiatance. 

Cross examined by Hon. Mr. Davie— I 
wrote the will out betore I left the oliice. 
That was nearly five o'dlook, and itwua nearly 
Keven o'clock when the will was signed. I 
Imvu tolu all the oiroumstanccs aa nearly as 
I can remember. When we went into tlio 
hoiii-e McBeath said lo Adams, " Here is 
Mr. Hall, the lawyer, with the will for yon 
to sij^ii." I don't think luiything further 
waa aaid til.' Adams aat up. I said, " I have 
a w-ill which if you wi.sh to siyn I w ill read 
to you," or words to that eli'uct. I can't ro- 
niember exactly thi; very words, as it was 
eighteen months ago. After the will waa 
signed the testatfir wished McBeath to pay 
me and pointed to a drawer where there 
was money. I did not wait to ixet niy pay 
that night. I understood from Mr. )iloBeatli 
that the testator had a house and lot. 
Just before the will wus signed, I said a 
witness was required. Did not know till 
.Mr. McBeath made liis statement before the 
ollicial stenographer tint Mudlin waa Mrs. 
MuHealh's brother. 1 did not think it 
iiecei-aary to sic the t'-atator before making 
[he will, as long as I found it was in ac- 
cord with hia w iahes. It is my usual cus- 
tom, however, to enter into a conversation 
with clients to ascertain their wiahes before 
making a will. Mr. McBeath did not toll 
me he waa going to write to tho relativea, 
My bill for making the will was put in with 
the after expenaoa in connection with tho 
will— tho whole coming to about .?.'rJ. 

To the court: - Have an indistinct recol- 
lection of Mr. MoBeath siying tho testator 
had no relatives living. This was either in 
my ollico or on the way down. 

D. MoBeath, the defendant, was oalled. 
He said: I have lived hero since 1879. *I 



first knew Adams te' June In' that year. I 
had the adjoioing rodnir.in/, the cabins on 
Johnaon street to Adains,.'-:^ We lived there 
over two years." . vHad' been , friendly with 
Adams ever sinoe.- • Adams'uaed to talk of 
his sister iu Australia, land' several years 
ago spoke about sonie friends who , he said 
wanted to come and live with him, but he 
did not want to be bothered with them as 
they had neyG-,- aono anything for him. 
Atiiina, when I did anything for hiin. Said, 
" That's all right, Mao ; it will bo all right 
aomo day." Adaina said R. T. Williama 
had always been insisting on his making a 
will. After thoy had it drawn up he de- 
stroyed it as it did not suit. He did not 
tell mo what, was in tho will. On Monday 
evening, Novembor i), I found tho old man 
ill in hia houao. Ne.xt day I came back to see 
him and sent fcr a doctor. Tho doctor 
advised Adams to go to my place. Adams 
had always promised if ho was over sick to 
come to my place ; had no idea of obtaining 
any inlluenco over him ; only wanted him to 
coiiio becauso he said ho was lonesome. 
Adams aaid that he got sick by getting wet 
while pullint! apples ; Adams' friends 
thought it best for him to bo removed to 
my place ; I lieurd nothing about him going 
down town to post a letter ; we took groat 
care of tho old gentleman, four of us being 
up night and dj,y with him alternately; I 
contradict what Kiraup says about a con- 
versation with me about u will; I don't re- 
member anything of the kind and so far as 
his nephew's being concerned, I never knew- 
he had any until this case came up. When 
the Mill was drawn I was at work at tho 
shop ! they sant for me, saying that Mac 
wanted to see me ; when I went home I 
aaked him what be wanted me for. Ho 
said he always promised me that what little 
he had left, I should have, and he said if I 
goto lawyer he would draw his] will, i 
juBt went to the first law office and got Mr, 
Hall, who cam.e to tbe.bouse and had a con 
versation with him, and drew the 
will reading, it over very care- 
fully, as Nfr. Adama waa deaf. 
Mr. Hall asked him after it waa all read 
over if he was willing I should have all the 
t)rn[ierty, Hiid ho aaid yea. Then he said, 
" .Mac, yon \vill find some money in that 
drawer to vxy the gentleman with." Mr. 
Hall said that would be all right. I did 
not help him sign lb.'.' will, but I had my 
arm around him to hold him up. Ho was 
then suH'eriiig a good deal of pain, but was 
not iu a coniitoae condition, or anything of 
the kind ; nor waa ho ever iu that condition 
during hia last illness. I never exorcised 
any undue iulhience over him, nor did I tell 
him that the nephews should not get the 
money. The will was drawn on tho 1 1th 
und Adams died on the ISth. 1 don't re- 
member ever hearing Mrs. Noble say what 
she aaya she said in my house; in fact I do 
nor, rc'/iieniber that she waa at my honso on 
tho .Sunday, or that I waa there at the time. 
After the will was proved I went back to 
Adams' house, where I found a number of 
documents, which I now produce. In the 
buck of this hook 1 found a number of ad- 
dresses, and I then wrote to the plaintifl 
the letter which haa boon produced, telling 
him of his uncle's death. I fuuud in the 
house some photographs and quite a few 
books, but no letters, except those 
I now produce. It ia not true 
that I burned any of the 
dooumenta aa was suggested. Tho reason 
he had delayed writing was because he had 
not the book, owing to the dispute about 
tho will. (Letter produced and read.) Tho 
reason I used that expression "whatever 
little was left " was that it was a common 
expression of his. He used to say he did 
not know of anyone ho would sooner have 
tho property than I. 'I'ho property he had 
left was about §2,000 in cash and perhaps 
f'i.UOO or §3,000 for tho lot, the whole es- 
tate being valued at about §.5,000 to $t),000. 
The improvements I afterwards put on coat 
mo .$1,000, and then 1 put the place in the 
real eatato agent's hamia to sell it at JS.OOO, 
.■\t the time I wrote .this letter the lU'bta 
had not been paid. I did v. i know what 
tlic lawyer's hill M','uld lie or tlie doctor's, 
I never kept any'-u" fiom sc log Adams 
while he was at iiiy pl..co, but he .-laid ho 
did not want pet pie 10 bo coming in all the 
time and talking tj him. I never looked in 
the cupboard in Adams' house for I'.nything 
When Mrs. (Hebe rented tho hoii-< - she got 
everything in the cujiboard. I helped Mrs 
filebe moved in aa the day waa raining, but 
I don't think there waa any tire. Tho only 
money I found waa live dollars and some 
silver in tho house. I did not ever know 
Adams to keep any large ainohnt of money 
about him. I have aeon Mr. Williams once 
at Adams' house, but I never saw Mr. Kir- 
sup there, I do not know 01 Adams being 
a man of eccentrto habits ; when Adams 
made the will he knew what he was doing, 
and was not weak In hia mind aa is aug 
geated. 

The examination in chief waa concluded 
at G p m. and the court adjourned until 1 1 
o'clock this morning.

It Means the Practical Exclusion of 
Cliiuese— Something' About 
Forged Certificates. 



, The Chinese who came over from the 

Tlowery Kingdom on tho Nortlieru I'ncilic 
stuainship Mogul, acom to be having aomv 
difficulty iu offecting i\ luiiding, ua the fol- 
lowing di3j).itch from Tucoma showa : 

The ataud taken by Colleotor VVaaaou re- 
garding tho Chiaosenotr trying to enter tliiu 
port ia pronounced by those attempting to 
uid the Chinanion us equivalent to the 
virtual exclusion of nil Chinese. Tlioniao 
Sing, a Cliicnyo f 'liinuse preacher, claiming 
to represent, tlie CliincBO actora aboard the 
Mogul, liiis a letter from tho Treasury De- 
])ivrtruent on whicli he lielievea the aetnra 
ought, to be adniilli'd, 'I'lii.H letter ahnply 
annoiinees that Chinaiuun can (Miter to 
nork on tho \Vorld'a l''air groumla, etc., 
and that, other C'liinamen can a liTiitled 
under Seetifui ti of the Chinese Act of 1SS2, 
which ])r»videa for letters of credentials 
furniahed by Chineac oIlljinlH. Thia haa 
been deoidrd unconsl itiilional by the Lf. 8. 
Supreme (.'uurt, inaaimieh as no ordinary 
Chinaman can secure i<ueli credenliala. 
Therefore, to exehidc CKinainen on ere- 
dcntiala of id-jutilie it iun lieretolnre furn- 
ished, virtually leaves them without any 
means of entering aaide from [lersonal 
ideDtificatioD and letters of approval 
sent by prominent Americana in China, 
or from prominent people in citiea 
in this country. Jiul Collector \\ aaaon hav- 
ing proved beyond doubt that liiere in a 
systomnlio curtificale forging cstahliHhment 
iu China, in loth to accept documeutury evi- 
dence which ia suseeptihie of being forged. 
Asked to-d.iy if it would not work u hurd- 
ship ou Chinese merehanta to compel tlieni 
to furnish adJitionul evidence of identity, 
ho replied that his ordera are not to recig- 
nize certiflcates at all, and to l.-e furnished 
with evidence of pcraonal identity before 
allowing Chinese to hind. The method of 
forging oertifieatea bus been to steal or 
forge B notary public seal, take it to Hong- 
kong or some other place in China, and 
then grind out certificates by the wholesale 
at $60 apiece. Those doing this work are 
fully acquainted with the ciliea from which 
they draw references and the names ot 
prominent n»en, which they forijo to certiti- 
oatea. Some of the forgeries aro an cleverly 
executed that it is difficult to detect them. 
When Colleotor Wttsaon first began an iu 
vestigation of forged certificates he sent 
deputies to China and secured some of the 
eertiticiitea with the name attatched of 
Cashier (Jordan, of tho First National I5anli 
of Astoria. Cordon pronounced hia name 
forged to them. Thia led to investigation 
and the discovery of wholesale corlifioite 
forging. Then tho government ordered all 
certificates ignored. 

The only way tlie Chinese can get ashore 
here is by habeas corpus through the 
United .Sttitea Diatrict court, but .ludge 
Hunford is at Spokane now, and aa the 
Mogul a.dla for t he Orient, ou Wetliieaday 
morning it will b; impossible to pursue that 
method. Some of the merehanta and actora 
on tho .Mogul fe' 1 oli'ended under the eir- 
cutnstaucoa. liefore they will lie able to 
furiiiah fresh ident iticrtinn iettera frem 
frienda in this country they will bo on their 
way to ('liiiia. S.iine of them who jirove 
their iileulity, or can show by apcaUing 
Kngliah that tliey have been here iu busi- 
ness before, will be allowed to land. 

PAYMASTER SDLLIVAN. 

•He Is RcUeveil I'rcuu the runlshiueut Im- 
posed for Kxiiresaln^' His Oididon on 
iielirlug Sr;i Matters. 

Wasiiikotoh, April is.— Secretary Her- 
bert haa reseindeil the order of Secretary 
Tracy, isaued I'ehruury i:!, IS!):!, placiiiL; 
I'ayniuster J. C. Sullivan on furlough on 
account of certain publicitions relative to 
the Behring Sea controversy published in a 
Tacilic Coast paper, purporting to have 
licen based on an intiu view with him. Sec- 
retary Herbert reviews the case and Bays : 
"After a earef il examinalion of the 
ease aa it was ])resentcd to the 
dei)artin;'ut, uj) to the date of its 
letter of February 7th, 1S9;I, above re- 
ferred to, 1 iinheaitatingly coeeur iu and 
approve of the action then taken by the de- 
[lartmuut. It appe ir-i, however, from u 
coinmuuieation recently subtnitted by you 
from the editor of the pai)er, as well as 
from verbal statements and ex))lanationa 
made by you, that a representative 
of the paper, having aeeured an 
interview with you upon your uni- 
val at Seattle, you positively declined 
to discusH matters of public policy or trj glvu 
any information rel.itivii thereto for pubU 
cation; that fio li < xpr.taions as were 8uli.s>- 
.qucntly used by you in relation to the mat 
ter were used at a time and under eirc;um- 
stances which gave you no reason to anp- 
pose that they would bo published, and that 
as a matter of fact you did not at the time 
know that a representative of the press was 
present." 

These facts, Secretary Herbert aaya, 
materially lessen the oflfenco and in eon 
eluding hia letter to Paymaster Sullivan, ho 
says : Tho action herein directed is not, 
however, to be understood as indicating 
that the department opprovesof your course 
or regards vou aafree from culpability in the 
matter. On tho contrary, the depart- 
juent, deems ymir action in giving utterance 
in pulilii' t(] -riticiam.s of ponding matters of 
public pcdicy aa wortliy of reprobation 
Kvery naval otiieer ia lui agent of the llov- 
ernmonl in executing its foreign polii.-y, and 
tho ollicor who criticiz-s that polic:y forgets 
hia duty. The fact that hueh ollicer does 
not intend his oriticisiii to be published niay 
palliate but cannot j.i.stify his conduct. Tho 
uuiooUed for publication furnishes a 
lesson which the department hnpea will not 
soon bo forgotten. Ullicer.a cannot ho too 
scrupulous iu aliataining from all public 
coninienta upon matters relating to the 
foreign policy of the goveruinenl. Iu order 
that the attitude of the departiiu}nt oil tbiB 
point may not bo miaunderstooil, it ia 
directed that this letter be published iu a 
general order for the information and 
guidance of tho navy.

Mr. J. McKay Lambly, of Enilerby, ar- 
rived in Victoria yesterday on u ahort visit. 
In rcapouao to tlie usual question Mr. 
Limbly guve a very encouraging report of 
the condition of alTuirs in his section of the 
country. 

"Generally speaking," said he, " the 
Okanagun country ia in better shape and 
has better prospecta than at any time in its 
history. Moat of the mining ventures that 
were taken up last year are turning out 
very well ; at Fuirviow there ia a good 
group of properties which have been pur- 
chased hy Messrs. Atwood & Key!iolda, an 
luigliah lirm. I'licy (nil in a snuiU mill last 
year in order to sample tho produota of the 
prospects, and the results were so encour- 
aging that they purehaserl the property, 
and this year will proceed with e.x'tenaive 
developments. They have how in course of 
erection a twenty stamp mill which will 
soon bo in worliiag shape. They are down 
on tho lirowu Bear claim sonic 200 feet, 
and in one place at 90 feot ihey have a 
twelve foot Icdgo of rook that runs from SO 
to ifiJOO per tou. They are also building a 
sawmill in the aiime locality, 

" A proposition is on foot to run an irri- 
gating canal from Dog lake to the head of 
Osoayoa lake, and by that means open up 
for cultivation a large tract of fine tarni 
liind. At Kcren-.ooG crook considerable de- 
velopment work ia coing oj and things are 
looking well. Work is progressing on the 
Okanagan river, which ia being opened from 
Dog lake to OUanngan lake. 

"At lioundary creek Ihinqs are in very 
good shape also. An American ayndicate 
has purchased the claims of Mr. Erhalt, and 
they will erect a smelter this summer to 
handle part of the ore produced in the creek. 

" The spring has been rather backward 
and the winter was very severe. Most of 
our cattle stood it well, however, as we had 
put up a lot of extra hay, and so were able 
to feed them through the hardest nf the 
cold. The loose bands of horses running on 
tho range auSfered the greatest amount of 
loea, many of them dying. 

"The lirst of tho expected inllux of visi- 
tora have begun to arrive already and many 
may be looked for before next .full. It is 
believed that many of them will stay for 
good, Around Euderby iiiaiiy of the large 
ranches uro buini; cut up and sold in small 
sections for fruit growing and other pur- 
poses. 

" Cunoo creek and Mable hike are settling 
up rapidly. The latter people, though, are 
much in need of a wagon road from the 
lake down fo Euderby. Tho 0, P. R. 
stotmT now being built at Okanagan will 
be in the water hy the 2Stb of this month, 
and no doubt will bo running early in May. 
It is a strong, double-deck boat. 

"The Aberdeen cjmuery is completed and 
will run this summer on tho fruit of the re. 
gion around. This is having a good tU'eot 
on the fruit-growing business and several 
hundred acres of trees will go in the 
ground this year."

Admlrul (IrrhariU Pays ini riiiiniiottticid 
Visit to the Vessels at Fortress Jloiiriie. 

FoKTi{i:.ss MoNUOi;, V^n., April IS.— Ad- 
miral (ierhardi this morning boarded a 
steam launch and paid oHicial calla upon the 
war veasela now here. Ordinarily such a 
round of visits would have been the occa- 
sion for filling the atmosphere with sulphur- 
ouHanioke;hutwhenhe left his own ships the 
Admiral ordered that no Siilutc be fired and 
of the foreigners lie iiuuie a i C(| uost that 
the same noisy honor be omitted. This 
afternoon he went to the six other Ameri- 
can ships, but he was carried around with 
a silence that was more impressive than tho 
salutes, beoAUSo of its very novelty. Even 
with eleven more men-of-war to arrive, the 
national rendezvous has already assumed 
proportions which entitle it to rank as one 
of tho greatest aggregations of float- 
ing batteries which the world haa 
ever wilnepaed. Tho crowd here 
continues to increaeo. It haa long since 
filled up every building at Old Point, und 
now is spilling over into the board- 
ing houses und country hotels of the 
vicinity. Prices are high in proportion. 
A boat race this morning and a baeeb.^ll 
ma^ch this afternoon have given everybody 
something to talk about. 



CHRISTIAN AND TURKS. 

iifipnrt on the Perseeutlons by ."(IiisstilnK'n In 
Asia iliuor. 

CoMSTAKTLSOPLE, April 17. — H. E. New- 
berrXi secretary of the United States lega- 
tion In this country, who returned last week 
from Cesarea and Moravia where he inves- 
tigated tho recent reports of the persecution 
of Christiana by Mohammedans and the 
burning of tho Moravian college conducted 
by Dr. Herrick, has niide a i'..iement in an 
interview in rreard lo the ori- 
gin of t)ie diaiurbunces. Mr. - New- 
berry appears to considtr the action 
of the Turkish authorities us iu part, at 
least, justifiable. Ho says thnfc the dis- 
turbuncea hud their beginnini; in I'uikish or 
Armenian copspirators inciting tho popu- 
hico to revolt by seditious placarils, which 
were stuck on the doors of the American 
school. Tliese placards were hand written 
in the Turkish language. They are of a 
very irdlainmatory and treasonable charac- 
ter, and declared that it waa necessary for 
the people to .-iludvC ofT the yoke of slavery 
laid on them by tlie tyranny of tho Sultan. 

Mr. Newberry al>30 found that bombs 
charged with dj naiiiite had been seized by 
the authorities on account of cheso facts, 
showing that a genuine and dangerous plot 
existed. Ho considered that the arrest of 
tho plotters was justified, as there were 
doubtless many innocent persons among the 
000 who were arrested on the charge of hav- 
ing been concerned in the conspir tcy, Mr. 
Newberry induced the Grand Vizier to 
grunt amnesty to 600 of the prisoners, who 
were released, and the remaining 
prisoners are to bo brought to 
trial in court at Angora, in Asiatic 
Turkey. Mr. Newberry denied the truth 
of the repsrt that letters addressed to the 
American legation had been opeueel by tho 
Turkish authorities. The letters, Mr. New 
berry explained, had been delayed owing to 
the couriers who carried the letters, being 
provideel with bad horses, and owing to the 
insulliciency of tho escorts to protect the 
couriers from the dungei's of travel in Asia 
Minor. 'I'he American legation haa there- 
fore deinanded that tho Turkish post olHce 
authorities shall organize an effiaieiit and 
well protected mail service troveUini; at 
more ire ijuent intervals and giving a prompt 
and more reguhir ibdivery than at presonr. 

I/iiNixn, April 17. — Ill thi^ House of Com- 
nioiiH, to (lay. Sir Ivlward (^rey, Parliamen- 
tary undersecretary for foreign ulVairs, 
stated, in reply to a (|Ui!slioii, that the 
anme.Hty granti-d by the .Sultan of Turkey 
to certain of tho prisoners urrcsteil in Ar- 
menia, on a charge of conspiracy against tlie 
Turkish authorities, loft only lifty prisoners 
to be tried fur being connected in tho plot. 



GRAND 'I'JiU.Ni; RAILWAY. 

The Aiinilitl Kciiort .Not lis F,neoiira{,'ln!; as 
Had lieen Hoped For. 

Lo.sDON, April IS. — Tho Grand Trunk 
Railway report just issued says that the ac- 
tual cost of working has been reduced, Init 
that the ellorts to economise have been neu 
tralized by a further reduction in freight 
rates. This disappointing roiiiilt Ima been 
due to cuusea entirely beyond tlie control of 
the board of executive ollicera in Canada.

Tlie United States Within Its Biirht 
to Suppress Pelagic 
Sealing. 



Paris, April 18.— Joniea C. Carter, coun- 
sel for the Uuiteil States, bus ended his 
speech iu support of tho American conten- 
tion. He recapitalated the arguments ad- 
vanced last week and then proceeded to 
show that the jurisdiction of tho United 
Statea has always boon based upon property 
interest, not sovereign dominion over the 
sea. Mr. Carter (|Uoted from tho opinions 
of English jurists regarding the ukuse issued 
hy liuasia in 1S2I. America and Great 
iirilain had jointly protested against this 
ukase, but (ireat IJritaiii had withdrawn 
her protest because ef the Monroe doctrine 
He spoko at length concerning the mis- 
translation and other garbling of the Russian 
documentsoriginally incorporated in evielenco 
of the United States. Thu motive of the 
transhitor in thus attempting to emliarrnss 
the American Government had not been 
ascertained. Fortunately the United States 
had in its possession the printed Russian 
originals. Great Britain could not truth- 
fully accuse tho United Stated of bad faith 
in tho matter, us all the untrustworthy 
iocumenis had been withdrawn. Li resd- 
inc portions of the correspondence between 
Mr. Blaino and Lord Salisbury, Mr. 
Carter laid special stress on a cer- 
tain letter from Mr. Bluiuo which 
did not represent Behriug Sea as " mare 
JBum," but onlv claimed ab.'ioluto rights 
over a small portion of it, although tho 
United States Government considered itself 
to bo within its right when it suppressed 
pelagic sealing.
